AIDS TO AGRICULTURE, 


Editor RURAL WORLD: Whatever 
constantly aids the progress of civiliza- 
tion, however feeble its force, is of vital 
importance to a community. But when- 
ever anything is found that exerts a con- 
trolling power, it ought to be carefully in- 
vestigated, and thoroughly examined in 
all its bearings. 

Its food supply occupies the larger por- 
tion of the energies of the human race, 
and must be provided for in all communi- 
ties to secure their prosperity, happiness 
and advancement. If the constitution of 
a community is such that all its energies 
absorbed in the production of food 
and clothing, all its sources of improve- 
ment will remain closéd, and the com- 
munity will be at a stand-still. No time 
is left to cultivate the mind, and from ex- 
haustive physical labor it readily re- 
lapses into a state of barbarism. On the 
other hand, when a community is so 
constituted that all its energies are not 
required to feed and clothe its subjects, 
the mind is cultivated, sources of pros- 
perity multiply, and the nation gradually 
rises to the highest rank in the civilized 
world. 

In the United States, our fertile and 
extensive agricultural lands, while cov- 
ered with a comparatively sparse popula- 
tion, have yielded fabulous crops from a 
virgin soil. Large profits being thus 
easily obtained, it has not been deemed 
necessary to husband resources, and the 
soil has been allowed to become exhaust- 
ed, thus creating large tracts of so-called 
worn-out lands in a great number of 
states. 

In a similar manner many aids to ctfvili- 
zation may be carelessly neglected, and 
although advancement may not be at the 
time perceptibly checked, it will soon be- 
come apparent. Hence the agriculturist 
should avail himself of every means of in- 
formation within his reach, that he may 
carefully. gather up all the varied re- 
sources of his country, and reduce the 
time and strength necessary for the pro- 
duction of food and clothing within the 
smallest limits, thereby giving greater 
scope to the development and enjoyment 
of his and his country’s intellectual and 
moral forces.

Editor RURAL WORLD: During some 
of these winter days we are sometimes 
found among the great army of the un- 
employed—farmers, mechanics, business 
men and the chronic idler and loafer, 
Really there is much food for reflection 
in the drift of conversation, 

A general howl is sent up about 
times and the lack

of business as com- 
pared with former years. Seldom, if ever, 
are the causes discussed. We can recall 
the time when our farmers spent much 
of the winter in marketing their corn 
crops. This gave them both employment 
and cash. 

Some of these farmers continued this 
method until the fertility of their farms 
was hauled to market and none replaced 
by either clover or manure. As a conse- 


quence fewer acres and much smaller 
yields are now grown. 

Our country towns 2 years ago did 
more business than now, because there 


was more business furnished by the farm- 
ers. The population has increased in the 
towns, until there are more business firms 
than the of 
mands, 
Consequently 


volume business done de- 
there more 
young men who, when out of school are 
either unemployed or are engaged in rath- 
er unremunerative labor. Some of these 
youths neither attend our public schools 
nor work, but are an actual burden to 
their parents and relatives. One remedy 
for this condition would be a little legis- 
lation leading to compulsory education. 
Ignorance and idleness beget vice and 
crime. Our free schools are a credit to 
us, but our neglect to attend them is to 
ourselves a shame. 

But I am digressing—another cause for 
our so-called hard times is the wasteful 
and careless use of money by the wage- 
earning class. To-day I can point to more 
young men in this community with no 
defined purpose in life than at any time 
in the last 25 years. The call for troops 
during the Cuban war cleaned up quite a 
goodly number, but no sooner were they 
discharged than they took the earliest and 
fastest train home and while some few 
have gone to work or are learning pro- 
fessions, many of them are not yet done 
telling what they heard and saw while 
lying in camp. Very few of them can tell 
of battles fought. 

It appears we farmers sometimes get 
into the slough of despond and then we 
work ourselves up to the point where we 
honestly believe we are the worst abused 
and most shamefully imposed on class of 
people under the sun, unless it be the 
“niggers’’ in the Philippines. If we could 
get ourselves to understand that we have 
something to do and then get up and get 
about it we would not only surprise our- 
selves but our neighbors. We have some 
object lessons all around us of men who 
came here years ago with no means ex- 
cept health and a will to work who to- 
day own and are living on good farms, all 
fully paid for, some of which they paid 
$40 per acre for. No, it’s not altogether 
the times so much as the men. 

True, crops have not been the best for 
the last five years and the prices have 
been low some of those years, yet in the 
face of these facts, some of our farmers, 
who were determined to make homes 
here, have bought and paid for them 
largely from the proceeds of these farms 
in the last six or seven years. 

As we have said before, “nothing suc- 
ceeds like success,’ and nothing hinders 
like discouragement. Some of us, with 
fairly good farms, fully paid for, will sit 
around any convenient loafing place until 
the shins of our pants are scorched and

BROME GRASS 





In the Letter Box of the March § issue 
of the RURAL WORLD appeared a call 
for information from a Johnson Co., Mo., 
reader regarding Brome Grass (Bromus 
inermis). Prof. H. J. Waters, Dean of 
the Missouri Agricultural College, sends 
us the following in answer thereto: 

We have been growing this grass at the 
Experiment Station in a small way for 
several seasons, but the results have not 
been such as to encourage us to make 
larger plantings or advise the Missouri 
farmers to sow it generally. In special 
cases where one has a soil too light and 
dry for bluegrass or timothy, brome grass 
would be worth a trial on a small scale. 
We are trying it in a few places on the 
high lands of the Ozark, region, but this 
experiment has net éy Pk ouftictent- 
ly to yield results. 

That your readers may be better able 
to determine whether they have any soil 
that will likely suit this grass, I give a 
brief description of its habits of growth 
and peculiarities. In general it is safe to 
say, however, that the efforts of our 
Missouri farmers should be directed 
ward an improvement of their blue-grass 
pastures, rather than in attempting 
substitute this new grass for them. 

Brome grass is a native of the dry re- 
gions of Europe and Western Asia, forms 
a close sod, reaches about the height here 
of red top, although the stems, heads and 
leaves are somewhat coarser. Years of 
experience with it in Hungary show that 
it is capable of withstanding drouths that 
practically destroy all other fodder plants. 
It thrives best on loose soils which are 
not although it cannot bear 
shade, and does not flourish on wet land. 
In Burope it does not seem to be grown 
in regions where other cultivated grasses 
of value thrive well. 

In America it seems to be well adapted 
to the light dry soils of the Dakotas, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, portions of Canada, 
etc. In a pasture experiment made by the 
Nebraska Station where this grass seems 
to thrive well, it did not furnish as good 
pasture as bluegrass; yet it did furnish a 
good quality of pasture and rather a high 
yield. It starts into growth in the spring 
about the same time as bluegrass, and in 
regions adapted to it seems to remain 
green until late in the fall. It is essential- 
ly a pasture grass, and is not considered 
especially valuable for hay. The clay 
soils of Missouri are generally considered 
too heavy for this grass to reach its high- 
est development. As far as may be judged 
by the chemical analysis, it has a feeding 
value quite similar to that of 
hay.

It es an excellent hay grass, 
and furnishes splendid grazing. It is a 
particularly valuable grass for sowing in 
eonnection with orchard grass.

BLUE GRA8SS.—When and how should 
blue grass seed be sown, how much seed 
per acre, will it be better to sow with 
timothy, and how long will it be before 
the grass can be pastured?

Answer. Some say sow blue grass seed 
any time during the winter on a light 
snow. This will do on rough hill land that 
can't be plowed, but we would much pre- 
fer sowing in the early spring or in Octo- 
ber on a well prepared seed bed and roll- 
ing the ground after sowing, using at 
least 20 pounds of seed to the acre. It is 
best to sow a mixture of grasses for per- 
manent pasture. As many as a dozen 
kinds of grasses may be included with ad- 
vantage in a mixture, together with some 
of the clovers. Reliable seed houses will 
supply pasture grass seed mixtures. New- 
ly seeded pasture land should not be 
grazed the first season. 


DAVIS CO., IA.—February & was the 
most severe day of the winter. There 
were nine inches of snow on the ground 
and a strong northwest wind that blew 
incessantly for 36 hours, carrying the 
snow from field to field. Though my 
stock had good, comfortable quarters and 
plenty of feed, it was an impossibility to 
do justice to them in the way of watering 
them, as I have not yet arrived at the 
place where I can water all the stock 
without leaving the barn. Hapvy should 
the farmer be who has been successful 
enough to have barn room for all his 
stock and so arranged that feeding and 
watering can all be done without remov- 
ing any of the stock.

that, than to tr to get more when it is 
scarce, as the customer are better con- 
tented, and they can better afford to pay 


a regular price 

Always be pleasant with the customers, 
and thank them when they pay you; 
don’t grumble about the weather or any- 
thing else. 

Have a regular market day and stick 


to it More depends on that than most | 


people imagine. Some will not go if they 
have a small excuse and after awhile 
wonder why their customers leave them 
Make up your mind to go whatever hap- 
pens; it will pay in the long run 

Don’t be discouraged because the busi- 


ness is small. Be determined to learn all 
you can about it get better cows and 
take better care of them, and you will be 
surprised how much better you can do 
The first year we made butter we sold 
$202 worth; last year, $1,165 worth, and the 


income from each cow last year was more 
than double what it was the first year 
Don't think you can’t go ahead, because 
you are not conveniently located near 
some large town. We are about as badly 
off in that respect as anybody, being ten 
miles from a railroad station, yet we have

SSE MAKING 








CHEI 


There are many dairymen who make 
cheese a portion of the year and many 
others who would do so but for the fact 
that they do not know how to make 
cheese and haven't the necessary imple- 
ments with which to do it. We find in the 
“Rural New Yorker’ a detailed state- 
ment in regard to the matter as fol- 
lows: 

The utensils necessary to make cheese 
on a small scale are a tin vat or tank, 
large enough to hold a little more milk 
than is used (it is more convenient if this 
vat have square corners); two knives for 
cutting the curd, one with the blades 


running perpendicularly and the other | 


with the blades running horizontally and 
a siphon of some kind with which to draw 
off the whey. For this a rubber tube of 
about one inch diameter, with a _ wire 
strainer fixed on one end to prevent the 
curd from passing out, might be used. 
The vat should be furnished with a water 
jacket, much the same as a double 





and kept warm. The heat sometimes 
supplied by means of a large lamp or an 
oil stove placed under the water vat. It 
will not do to apply the heat directly to 


the milk vat, for a portion of the milk 


would then be cooked while other portions | 


remained cold. For 50 pounds or so of 
milk two large pails could be used, 
one smaller than and inside the other, the 
heating done by placing them on the cook 
stove, though, as said above, a square- 
cornered vat is much more convenient, 
The first step in the process of making 
cheese is to warm the milk gradually up 
to 8 degrees and stir it frequently mean- 
time to prevent the cream rising. To 
test whether the milk is ripe enough to 
add the rennet, add a teaspoonful of ren- 
net to a teacupful of the milk, stir it in 
quickly and note the time required for 
coagulation If’ the milk thickens in 
about one minute, it is ripe enough to add 
the rennet If coagulation comes more 
slowly, then wait several minutes and 
test again. When the test shows that the 
milk is ripe enough, add the rennet ex- 
tract to the milk at the rate of about one 
teaspoonful of rennet to 50 pounds of 
milk, but mix the rennet with about one- 
half cupful of cold water before putting 
into the milk. Stir in quickly and thor- 
oughly and then let the milk stand quiet- 
ly until the curd is formed. A_ handy 
form: of rennet is now supplied in tablets 
When the curd is firm enough to cleave 
entirely away from the vat by pressing 
gertly with the fingers it is ready to be 
cut. The cutting is done with the knives 





mentioned above. Cut twice at right an- 
gles to each other with the perpendicular 
knife and follow once with the horizontal 
knife. During all this time the tempera- 
ture of the milk should be kept at 82 
or 84 degrees. As soon as the cutting is 
done apply more heat gradually until the 
temperature is raised to 98 degrees and 
meantime keep the curd constantly and 
gently stirred to prevent its settling to 
the bottom. The stirring may be done 
with a small wooden rake, such as the 
four-year-old makes garden with When 


the temperature has reached 9% degrees | 


the curd is allowed to settle and rest for a 
time. A clean iron is heated not quite 


hot enough to burn the curd, a little of | 


which is pressed together in the hand and 
touched to the hot iron. If, on pulling 
the curd slowly away from the iron, it 
draws out in fine threads about one- 
fourth inch long, the whey may be drawn 
from the vat. This is done by the siphon 
mentioned above. 

After the whey is all drawn off the 
curd is stirred with the hands until the 


particles are dry enough so they will not 
unite Some means must be provided for 
the whey to drain away from the curd 
while the stirring is being done Then 
add salt at the rate of Ig ounce to W 
pounds of milk; that is, if } pounds of 
milk were ised in the beginning, put I‘ 
ounces of salt in the curd from that milk 
Stir the salt in thoroughly and when all 
is dissolved the curd is ready to place in 
the press. The temperature of the curd

Cheese can be made in cold weather, al- 
though it will be seen that without con- 
venient appliances it is difficult to keep 
the temperature at the proper point, and 
this is absolutely essential in successful 
cheesemaking The room for curing 
should not be too dry nor too damp \

Testing Seeds.—Every planter knows 
how vexatious it is to plant seeds, and 
when looking for them to start up plants 
to find none.

CULTIVATION * VEGETABLES.

Editor RURAL WORLD: To secure a 
good crop of vegetables three things at 
least are necessary, namely, a suitable 
soil, pure seed and clean culture, to which 
may be added as equally necessary an 
abundant supply of good barn-yard ma- 
nure, supplemented when this runs short 


by artificial fertilizers. The exposure of a 
vegetable garden should be perfectly 
south or southeast, or nearly so. The soil 
should be naturally rich and friable, a 
sandy loam being among the best. If the 
soil be stiff, it should be gradually mel- 
lowed by the free of barn-yard ma- 
nure, or if convenient by the addition of 
sand. 
If wet, or inclined to hold 
it should be 
ferably by tile; but if possible 
should be selected naturally dry and free 
from surface water. A dark-colored soil, 
or one supplied with a goodly portion of 
decayed vegetable matter will produce 
the earliest crops. To produce the best 
and most uniform results the vegetable 
garden shouid have at least one foot of 
good rich soil. The roots of large trees 
should not be allowed to encroach on any 
part of the garden, though large trees, 
especially evergreens, sufficiently far off, 
afford a valuable protection on the north 
and west IRA GRABER.

FERTILIZING ORCHARDS. 





At the late meeting of the American 
Pomological Society the relation of fer- 
tilizers and soiling crops to fruit culture 
was ably discussed by H. E. Van Deman 
of Virginia, ex-Pomologist to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, of which we give ¢ 
brief resume as bearing directly this 
important matter of the source of supply 
of fertilizing material for the orchard 


Nitrogen, potash, phosphoric acid, and 
sometimes lime, he said, are needed by 
fruit crops in most sections of the coun- 
try. They were formerly present, but 
have been exhausted by continual crop- 
ping. Nitrogen is the most costly of 
these elements, but we have a cheap 
source in the air, which is largely com- 
posed of nitrogen. It has recently been 
determined that the clovers, peas, beans 
and other leguminous crops have the 
power of taken nitrogen from the alr 
for sustaining their own growth. When 


these crops are grown and plowed under, 
a large quantity of nitrogen is secured 
and can be used to feed other crops 
Cow peas answer well for this purpose, 


where they can be grown. 


Of the other elements potash and phos- 
phorie acid are the most important, and 
form the backbone of the food needed 
for fruits. Phosphoric acid can be 
cheaply obtained in ground bone, bone 
black, dissolved bone and phosphate 
rock. Potash can be obtained in wood 
ashes and in the form of muriate and 
sulphate. 

Tillage also aids in providing plant 
food, as it keeps the soll loose, so that 
air and water can enter and render the 
plant food in the soil available. The 
eultivation should not be deep, , but 
should be only sufficient to form a dust 
mulch. If very deep it will injure the 


roots of the trees and thus work harm. 
Frequent cultivation is the cheapest and 
nearest at hand of all methods of fertiliz- 
ation. Horse power should be used freely, 
secure the nitrogen of the air by turning 
under leguminous crops, and supplement 
these by the use of commercial forms of

One of the farms devoted to the breed- 
ing of trotting horses that has been at- 
tracting great attention all over the 
country for the last two or three years is 
the Grattan Stock Farm, located at Half 
Day, Ills., a short distance out of Chica- 
go. The proprietor of the farm is a very 
busy man in Chicago, and if he can steal 
half a day occasionally from the cares of 
business to visit his farm he deems him- 
self a fortunate man. We suppose it is 
because he can spend only half a day 
from his business once or twice a week 
that his post office is given the appellation 
of Half Day. ‘The farm is called the 
Grattan Stock Farm in honor of the great 
stallion Grattan, 2:13, that the proprietor 
of the farm purchased from Solon 8. 
Brandt of Montgomery City, Mo. We have 
been a great admirer of this stallion; saw 
him trot some of his first races, 12 or 15 
or more heats a week some of the time, 
and if he had not had a constitution of 
iron and legs of steel he could not have 
stood it, but he went on from week to 
week, improving his record, winning his 
races and commanding universal admira- 
tion from horsemen. 

Driftwood in the “Horse Breeder’ in 
writing of Grattan and giving an account 
of his breeding in speaking of George 
Wilkes, his grandsire, says: His wonder- 
ful transmitting power spreads out be- 
tween his sons and daughters. The evi- 
dence of this is in the 9 sons that have 
produced over 2,000 performers at the close 
of 1899, with records from 2:01% to 2:30, 
and up to the same period of time 88 dams 
have produced nearly 150 with standard 
records. One of his very best sons, if we 
judge by the high standard of quality, is 
Wilkes Boy (2:24), sire of Grattan (2:13), 
the subject of this sketch. 

We are aware of the fact that he has 
not produced in numbers as many as some 
of the other sons of George Wilkes, but 
for beauty of finish and racing quality 
he is excelled by no stallion, living or 
dead. Who has ever seen on the turf 
two trotting stallions that for beauty of 
conformation and gait could surpass Con- 
stantine (2:12%) and Grattan (2:13)? Both 
inherited the trotting instinct of the 
Wilkes family, and the beauty of confor- 
mation of the Mambrino Patchens. 

Through Almont 33 Grattan gets anoth- 
er cross that is conducive of great beauty 
and purity of gait. Added to this is the 
thoroughbred that appears in the second 
dam on the maternal side, which, as a 
matter of fact, lends to beauty of finish 
and better bone. These thoroughbred 
cicsses come from lines upon which many 
of the best families of the light harness 
performers rest as a foundation. So much 
for breeding, conformation and size. What 
about Grattan as a race horse? 

As a three-year-old he started in five 
races, of which he won two, was once sec- 
ond and twice unplaced, retiring with a 
race record of 2:30. As a four-year-old he 
started in 17 races, of which he won 
eight and was behind the money but 
once, Tetiring that season with a record 
cf 2:18%, made in a five-heat winning race 
at Richmond, Ind. 

In 1892, as a five-year-old, he lowered his 
recera to 2:17% in a winning race at Mon- 
mouth, Ill, to a high-wheel sulky. In 
18% he started late, but came to his form 
in time and closed the season by winning 
the 2:16 class (second, third and fourth 
heats) in 2:13%, 2:13, 2:13%, defeating. such 
good ones as Elfrida (2:13%), Georgie Lee 
(2:12%), Roxanna (2:12%), Baron Rogers 
(2:008%) and Axnite (2:17%). 

At the close of this season he was re- 
tired from the racing arena and trans- 
ferred to the stud. What has he accom- 
plished in this capacity? Three of his 
sons have appeared in public; the great- 
est among them being the lion-hearted 
Grattan Boy (2:08), whose several cam- 
paigns have shown him to be one of the 
gamest and most persistent race horses 
ever seen on the turf. His winning of the 
35,000 Massachusetts stake in 1898 will go 
down in turf literature as one of the 
greatest in the history of racing, and 
stamps him indelibly on the minds of 
horsemen as one of the greatest racing 
stallions of any time. 

Palmyra Boy (2:07%) was the 4-year-old 
pacing gelding champion of 1897. He 
started in ten races, winning six firsts, 
one second, one third and one fourth, be- 
ing unplaced once. 

Solon Brandt (2:13%) is the third of the 
trio. Most of his racing was over the 
minor tracks of the country, but his cam- 
paign was most brilliant notwithstanding 
this fact. He started 12 times, won eight 
first and a record of 2:13%, then was sold 
for $5,000. One would search the Year 
Book in vain to find a stallion whose first 
three to be raced had =, records the 
average “ which was bett than 2:10.

L. E. CLEMENT'S GOSSIP. 

Editor RURAL WURLD: A. F. Wyck- 
off, owner of the Columbia Sweepstakes 
winner, Artist Montrose, has sold a son 
of this horse to parties at Topeka, Kan. 
Three years ago there were only one or 
two registered saddle stallions in Kansas 
The ‘Farmers’ Home Journal” says: 

“J. C. Reintges, of Jerseyville, Iis., has 
sold his finely-bred saddle stallion, Poin- 
dexter Squirrel 338, to W. F. Shade, of 
Pocahontas, Mo. Thus Missouri has add- 
ed another well-bred stallion to her list. 
Poindexter Squirrel is by Black Squirrel 
58, and his dam, Miss Ford 292, by Mar« 
Diamond 49; second dam Crip, by Dixie. 
Poindexter, while not having had many 
good mares, has proven himself as a 
breeder of high style and fine-looking 
horses and some good saddlers.”’ 

J. W. Coffey of Colorado Springs has 
bought the Missouri bred stallion Thomas 
H. by Mecca, 2:194%, dam Lady Clinker, by 
Clinker, 2:20, which was at the time it was 
made the pacing stallion record. Mecca 
was by Nutwood and on his dam's side 
was descended from Clara, dam of Dex- 
ter and Dictator. 

“Lee” in the “American Horse Breeder’ 
thinks it is preposterous comparing the 
daughters of Mambrino Patchen with the 
daughters of Blue Bull, yet Blue Bull has 
more daughters that are producers of 
standard speed and his daughters have 
two more in the 2:15 list than the daught- 
ers of Mambrino Patchen, and two of 
these were new in 1899. No stallion de- 
scended from Mambrino Chief has been 
better placed than Mambrino King, and 
yet the produce of daughters of Mambrino 
Patchen in the 2:16 list only number 06, 
while the daughters of sons of Blue Bull 
number 26, and Shaiable Girl is the only 
mare of any breeding that had three in 
the standard trotting list with race rec- 
ords, when the mother was seven years 
of age. 

There is no question that the descend- 
ents of George Wilkes have been the most 
popular family before the public and 
number 98 in the 2:15 list. The sons of 
George Wilkes have run in size from 
Lumps, a very small horse, to Red 
Wilkes, a large-sized coach horse. Next 
in fashion and popularity has been the 
family of Blectioneer, that is credited 
with 169 2:15 performers. Many breeders 
are comparing the two leading familics, 
and nothing is thought of it, but I think 
some of the defects of the Wilkes family 
will keep them from advancing as they 
have done. Fashion calls for a larger, 
better styled horse in the future, than has 
been demanded in the past. The family 


to supply these demands, Woodford Mam- 
brino sired no 2:15 colts, but his sons have 
added 9 to the list and nearly all of them 
trotters; his daughters produced 5. His 
grandsons have sired 27, among them be- 
ing the queen of all racing trotting mares, 
Alix, 2:08%. Daughters of sons have ad- 
ded 18 in the 2:15 list, making 58, as 
against the %8 of George Wilkes, and 168 
for Electioneer. 

I am well aware that Potential, the 
leading 8-year-old sire of 1899, is owned 
by a man able and willing to advertise 
his own horses, but I feel inclined to call 
attention every week to the fact that his 
sire was a male descendent of Woodford 
Mambrino, and his dam, Helen T., is by 
Electioneer. It is not only a successful 
combination in producing standard speed, 
but it fills the want of the changing con- 
ditions of the market, that require a larg- 
er better horse with more action than we 
have been breeding for the last few years 
—from such sires as Lumps—and other 
small sons and grandsons of ‘Bill Sim- 
mons Pony.” 

The Wilkes family will still sire speed. 
Of that there can be no question, but 
breeders will no longer breed to a horse 
because he is a Wilkes. Onward and Red 
Wilkes both out of daughters of Mam- 
brino Chief, were large and sired a de- 
sirable class of horses, and they will still 
be used. Allerton and Axtell were large 
horses and will continue to add to their 
lists. The high-priced horses of the fu- 
ture will carry, like Tommy Britton, the 
blood close up of both Hambletonian and 
Woodford Mambrino. 

The family of Alexander's Abdallah is 
nut losing its prestige. Nutwood mares 
are producing more speed than any oth- 
ers. The daughters of Robert McGregor 
and his sons are now in demand and will 
be. Nutwood will soon have more sons 
that are sires than any other horse liv- 
ing or dead, being now second to Ham- 
bletonian, and in the moe of all others. s 
knew the Colman Stoc' . = had a 80) 
of Anteros, but I cog red ke Don in 
teros at Kansas y, he was toaled else- 
Don prem | out of a daughter of 
Harry B., son of Blue Bull, has a stand- 
ard record and should be a “desirable sire.

Didn't you notice that he brazenly and 
somewhat boastfully claimed to have been 
a “subscriber” to the RURAL WORLD 
“about” sixteen years and couldn’ t by any 
possibility “do without * Well! thank 
heaven, there is one hel clause’ in 
the article and that may have been the 
redeeming feature. that guided it safely 
past the aforesaid pencil of cerulean hue: 
he didn’t claim that he had ever ‘read’ 
the paper. 

Joking aside, legislative interference is 
totally uncalled for. It is an individual 
matter of business and should be and can 
be conducted upon business principles, to 
the entire satisfaction of all parties con- 
cerned.

tificial and arbitrary standard. All that 
stands in the way of expunging this worse 
than useless and meretricious rule, is the 
veneration of a lot of old fossils for the 
antique and the fear of this same lot of 
noodles that they may make a precedent 
or by some concatenation of fortuitous 
circumstances over which they have no 
control, perpetrate some up-to-date act 
that will redound to the credit of the 
gang.
